In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 82, Section 27, 
of the Revised Laws, the biennial audit and examination of the 
accounts of Coos County has been made by the Division of Muni- 
cipal Accounting of the State Tax Commission. The audit covered 
the fiscal years ended December 31, 1947 and December 31, 1948. 
Submitted herewith is the report of this audit including Exhibits 
as hereafter listed. The report is made up in two sections as 
follows:

SCOPE OF AUDIT 
Included in the audit and examination were the accounts and 
records of the Board of County Commissioners, County Treasurer, 
Clerk of the Superior Court and Superintendent of the County 
Farm and Hospital. 


FINANCIAL REPORTS 
Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibits A and H) 


Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1946-1947, and December 31, 1947-1948, are presented 
in Exhibits A and H, respectively. As indicated therein the Net 
Debt increased by $23,973.37 in 1947, while in 1948 a decrease of 
$65,145.76 took place.

In the fiscal year ended December 31, 1947, a net overdraft 
of appropriations of $58,870.50, less a net revenue surplus of $14, 
223.00, resulted in a net budget deficit of $44,647.50 

In 1948, a net revenue surplus of $31,672.68, plus a net unex- 
pended balance of appropriations of $14,598.03, produced a net 
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budget surplus of $46,270.71.

A statement of bonded indebtedness, as of December 31, 1948, 
showing annual maturities of principal and interest, is contained 
in Exhibit P. 

Accounts of Commissioners and Treasurer 

All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the 
Superior Court during the periods under review were examined 
and compared with corresponding entries in the Treasurer’s 
records. Supporting invoices and payrolls were also examined and 
the classification of expenditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s 
balance as of December 31, 1947 and December 31, 1948, is shown 
in Exhibit E-1 and L-1, respectively. 


Clerk of the Superior Court 
The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the 
Superior Court of Coos County were examined. Court receipts 
were checked by source, insofar as possbile, and found to be 
properly recorded. Court orders issued by the Clerk were sup- 
ported by invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval 
of a Superior Court Justice. 


County Farm and Hospital 

The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the Coun- 
ty Farm and County Hospital were examined. Receipts of the 
Farm from the sale of milk and cream, wood, livestock and pro- 
duce, and from boarders were checked by source through the 
triplicate receipt forms. All receipts of the Farm, as well as the 
receipts of the Hospital, as recorded in the cash book, were 
accounted for by the Superintendent through deposits in the bank 
to the credit of the County Treasurer’s account. 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of the 
County Institutions for the years 1947 and 1948 are presented in 
Exhibits F and M, respectively. A more detailed account of 
“Other Expenses and Fixed Charges” of County Institutions will 
be found in Exhibits F-1 and M-l. 
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General Comments 

Refunding Notes with State Guarantee: (Groveton Papers Co.) 

The bonded debt of the County, as of December 31, 1948, 
amounted to $60,000.00. In addition to the general indebtedness 
of the County, however, there was a contingent liability in the 
amount of $114,000.00, representing outstanding notes of the 
County which were guaranteed by the State, payable 1949-1950, 
at the rate of $57,000.00 a year. Offsetting this the County holds 
notes of the Groveton Papers Company, secured by mortgage, 


in the amount of $114,000.00, payable in like amounts during the 
same period. 


County Hospital—Accounts Receivable: 

It is noted that there has been a substantial increase in the 
amount of unpaid accounts at the County Hospital during the 
last three years. This is indicated as follows:

This statement indicates that more than 50% of the unpaid bills 
at the County Hospital on December 31, 1948, were incurred 
prior to 1948. 

A further examination shows that included in the accounts 
receivable were 51 cases having Vermont addresses which 
amounted to $2,969.54. There were also 30 cases from Canada 
amounting to $1,385.30, and 4 cases from Maine and Massa- 
chusetts totaling $122.50. 

It is our feeling that the only way to remedy the present 
situation and to prevent it from becoming increasingly serious, 
is to adopt a more effective policy relative to the admission of 
patients and the payments of hospital bills. It should be required 
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that payment of such accounts be made on a current basis as is 
the case in privately operated institutions. 

In order to maintain a better record of accounts receivable 
at the Hospital, the use of a three column ledger card with 
“debit,” “credit” and “balance” columns is recommended. The 
balance of each individual account should be entered in the 
“balance” column immediately after the entry of a debit or 
credit item. It is also suggested that all visits to the hospital 
by each patient be recorded on one ledger card. 

As part of the audit, 401 verification notices were mailed 
from this office, one to each account which appeared as unpaid 
according to the records. 55 of these notices were returned 
marked “unclaimed,” “unknown” or “moved, left no address.” 
Competitive Bidding. 

We did not find any evidence that competitive bids had been 
obtained covering the purchase of materials, commodities and 
supplies. Apparently a form of blanket waiver covering all pur- 
chases was used. To conform to the requirements of the law a 
separate waiver should be prepared to cover each transaction 
when bids are not obtained. 

The new Commissioner stated that a system would be adopted 
whereby all bids offered and waivers on bids would be filed in a 
loose leaf binder. 

Conclusion: 

The accounts and records of all county officials which were 
examined were found in good condition and the accounting pro- 
cedure, with exceptions as noted, conformed to the standard pro- 
cedure prescribed by this Division. 

In conformance with Section 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws of 
1939, a copy of this report or a summary of its essential features 
should be published in the next annual report of the County. 
This letter of transmittal should be included in its entirety but 
the publication of exhibits is optional. 

The appreciation and thanks of the members of this Division 
is hereby expressed to the officials of Coos County and the office 
staff for the assistance rendered during the course of the audit.

COOS COUNTY REPORT 21 


Report of County Commissioners 


To the Citizens of Coos County: 


In compliance with the laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
the Commissioners of Coos County present their annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1949, together with reports 
of the Treasurer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, Superintendent 
of County Farm and Hospital, House of Correction and Jail, 
Auditors and Chaplain. 


At this point, we wish to point out that while there is an 
overdraft of $2,727.00 in the over-all picture of the County bud- 
get, the inventory at the County Farm shows a gain of $26,167.35 
over the previous year. 


As the outgoing administration provided only twenty-four 
hours fuel supply at the farm, it was necessary to truck coal at 
a heavy expense until it could be-obtained from the mines. 


Besides the extensive repairs that were found necessary to 
make at the County Farm, the following repairs were made: 
Berlin Court House: all rooms, except Court room, painted; all 
windows on east side of building repaired and replaced where 
necessary and new sills installed where necessary; chimney re- 
paired and outside brick columns relaid; vault doors inspected 
and repaired. At the Berlin Court House, new light fixtures 
were installed in the Court room, new typewriter purchased for 
Court Stenographer, new desk in Court room and a new chair 
purchased for Judge’s chamber. 


At the Lancaster Court House, the vault doors were repaired 
and inspected, heat and lights installed in Register of Deeds vault 
that was not covered by an appropriation and new lights installed 
in the Judge’s chamber, Register of Probate, Clerk of Court and 
County Extension Bureau Offices. A new desk was purchased 
for the Court room and also one for the Clerk of Court Office. 

It is our intention to bring the condition of the County build- 
ings to the same degree of fitness as would be consistent if they 
were privately owned. 

We believe that the County has adequately taken care of all 
Relief cases that are its legal responsibility. 
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The County debt has been reduced by the customary $20,000.00 
payment, leaving a balance of $40,000.00, the final payment being 
made in 1951, thus eliminating all bonded indebtedness. 


To all employees of the County, officials of the towns and 
City of Berlin, to all the doctors at the County Hospital who 
have aided us in the administration of County affairs, and to all 
clubs, organizations and individuals who have kindly contributed 
to the welfare and happiness of the inmates of our institution, 
we are very grateful.

Superintendent S Report 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners and Tax Payers of 
Coos County: 


It has been a real pleasure to be back at the County Institu- 
tion for this past year of 1949—to renew acquaintances and friend- 
ships in this community and the surrounding towns and to work 
with so co-operative a group as our County Commissioners, 
Representatives and other County Officials. 

The farm herd has been increased to ninety-four head of 
cattle which includes two young registered Holstein bulls, one 
purchased from Dr. Pulsifer of Berlin and the other from the 
University of New Hampshire. A new pasteurizer has been 
installed so all the milk used in the Institution—an average of 
two hundred quarts a day—is now pasteurized as required by the 
State Board of Health. This was at a cost of $1,800.00. New 
farm equipment was also purchased and included a Side Delivery 
Rake, Seed Drill and Corn Planter. The Farm buildings were 
repaired, all glass in windows reset and sashes painted, the build- 
ing painted and the Ladd Farm house repaired inside and painted. 
The Henhouse was repaired and a new ventilating system installed. 

In the Institution there have been renovations and repairs 
on every floor. One basement dining room has been painted, 
also the corridors and women’s jail. New curtains and bedspreads 
have been put in all Women Inmates rooms and wards—table- 
cloths and curtains in their dining room. Nurses rooms have 
been painted and improved and all employees’ rooms on the first 
floor. An adequate supply of linen has been made up for use 
in the almshouse and jail. 

We have added several comfortable chairs, bed lamps, bed- 
side stands and bed screens on the hospital floor. Chintz drapes 
have been made for all windows, new Boonton Ware and trays 
for meal service, a Barcola Invalid Chair and a Walker for 
patients. The Diet Kitchen has been repainted and a large stain- 
less steel double sink and drainboards installed and a new 
Crosley Refrigerator. A large linen and supply cupboard was 
built for the Maternity Wing and the Laboratory completely 
rebuilt. 

In the Main Office a Kardex System is now in use and it is 
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a decided asset in the Bookkeeping Department. A goodly pro- 
portion of the old outstanding hospital accounts has been collected 
and 1949 collections have been very good. 

We greatly appreciate the co-operation given us by all the 
doctors and townspeople as well as the nursing and office staff 
and other personnel of the Institution. 

We extend our thanks to Father Trudel, Reverend Smith, 
Reverend Marshall, the Gospel Chapel of West Stewartstown and 
others who have looked after our spiritual needs. To the Salva- 
vation Army, The American Legion and Auxiliary of Colebrook, 
the Women of the Moose of Berlin, the Canaan Girl Scouts, the 
Caroll Young Pharmacy, the Choral Groups who sang Christmas 
Carols, and to the many friends who have remembered our in- 
mates and patients with gifts, favors, books and magazines we 
give our grateful thanks. 

Visitors are always welcome to inspect the Institution. Visits 
to hospital patients are limited to the hours of 2:00 P. M. to 4:00 
P. M. and 7:00 to 9:00 P. M. for the welfare of our sick. Visitors 
to the prisoners in the House of Correction and the Jail are 
allowed on Sundays, 2:00 to 4:00 P. M. 

We hope for your continued friendship and encouragement 
in 1950.
